Like any war in which the decripit 
empire of the Ottomans might be en- 
gaged, the present conflict is most preg- 
nant With possibilities. Any one of a 
dozen things might happen to nullify 
the efforts of the peacemake:s. Should 
the Christian population of Crete rise 
in revolt, it seems hardly possible that 
the Greek government would be able 
to restrain its excited subjects, who 
have not forgotten their old wrongs 
at the hands of the Turk, and havo a 
recent and sore grudge in the defeat 
administered them in 1897, when the 
intervention of the powers was all that 
saved their kingdom from recouquest 
by the Sultan’s army. On the front- 
iers. of Thessaly, Bulgaria, Servia ant 
Montenegro, a single rifle shot might 
mean a general war. ‘The Bulgarian 
army, one of the largest in Europe, in, 
proportion to population, well equip- 
ped, and always thirsting for a con- 
flict with its ancient foe, is, according 
to all accounts, straining at the leash. 
Under the excitement consequent to a 
frontier skirmish or a massacre of Bul- 
garians such as has often occurred in 
the Macedonian mountains, it is doubt- 
ful if the Sofia government could avoid 
hostilities, 

Montenegro is in a similar situation, 
The Black Mountain people were deep- 
ly stirred by the Albanian rebellion 
of the past year, and there is no ques- 
tion that a new rising there, which has 
already been discussed, would make 
it very ditticult for King Nicholas to 
keep the peace.

Italy rand have had ambitions in re- 
gard to Tripoli before 1878, but it was 
in that year that they were first given 
public notice, when the powers in the 
treaty of Berlin agreed to permit Italy 
to make a ‘‘pacific penetration’? of the 
African dependency of the sultan, In 
1888 the establishment of a French 
protectorate over Tunis doubtless stimu- 
lated the desire of the Roman govern- 
ment to take advantage of the permis- 
sion aceorded by the powers, and as 
the years passed she developed a con- 
siderable commerce there, uring the 
nineties Italy was seeking an empire 
in Abyssinia, where in ’96 she met with 
the overwhelming defeat of Adowa, one 
of the most decisive checks ever given 
a white race by black-skinned oppo- 
nents, After that reverse she had lit- 
tle stomach for adventures for a time, 
and in 1899 it slooked as if France 
might divert her neighbor’s influence 
in Tripoli to herself. However, in 1902, 
when nee was having a little diffi- 
eulty of her own with the Porte, she 
offered, in recognition of Italian neu- 
trality in that crisis, to adopt a similar 
course should Italy invest Tripoli. This 
conclusively shows that the idea that 
Tripoli might be lopped from the Otto- 
man empire is not a new one in Euro- 
pean chancelleries, 

Again in 1904, Italy made no objee- 
tions to the Anglo-French entente 
which gave Britain a free hand in 
Egypt and France in Morocco, and still 
later she placated Austria, her dreibund 
ally; yet a suspected and hated rival, 
by keeping her hands off when the dual 
empire annexed Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina, This last was a difficult question 
for Italy to handle, for Montenegro, 
whose king is Queen Helena’s father, 
was anxious for war in order to prevent 
the blow at her ambition to some time 
found a great Serb state with the two 
provinees in question as parts.

THE BURMESE RUBY-MINES 


The world derives the greater part of 
ts finest rubies from the mines of the 
Mogok Valley in Burma, where much 
modern machinery and the very latest 
tools are employed to facilitate the ex- 
amination of a large amount of byon, 
or ruby-bearing clay, Near by, in the 
valleys of the Burmans, the search for 
rubies is conducted pretty much as it 
was centuries and centuries ago. The 
digging and washing there is a matter 
of hand labor; but they are still get- 
ting the rubies, 

In the Mogok Valley, however, where 
large workings are always in hand, a 
scientifie system has been introduced — 
with corresponding results. The by 
is extracted by the open-quarry metho 
of removing all the surface down to the * 
ruby-bearing clay. This is then dug 
up carried on trolleys to the steam 
cleansing mill, washed, passed through 
the sieves, and then elosely scrutinized 
for rubies and spinels, 

In addition to the pure ruby, spinel or 

balas rubies are found in large quanti- 
ties in Mogok, Wherever the ruby is 
found, there also is spinel. Both are 
erystals of aluminum, but of varying 
shapes. While the true ruby may be 
said tg be pure corundum only, the 
spinel shows a minute quantity of mag- 
nesium, the presence of which lessens 
its hardness by one-fifth, 
- There is in use at these mines an 
instrument called the dichroiscope, 
whereby rubies are separated from the 
spinels with the utmost accuracy and 
certainty. The gem is placed in the 
instrument in such a way that a ray of 
light passes through it and is polarized. 
The true ruby shows a pure red ray, 
whereas the spinel discloses a slight 
tinge of blue with the red, , 

Among the comparatively few mag 
nificent spinels in existence may be. 
mentioned the great Agincourt ruby = 
the British crown, 

Practically all the rubies of both an- 
cient and modern times have emanated 
from the Mogok Valley, but no one 
knows just how long these mines have 
been in operation, since it has always 
been the policy of those in control to 
keep their transactions as seeret as 
possible. It is known, however, that 
these mines have been worked conse- 
eutively for a period extending back 
to the year 1600, é 

Rubies are more precious than dia- 
monds. They are practically inde: 
structible, except by fire. Where a 
flawless diamond would be worth, 
roughly speaking, the’ sum of $100, a 
perfect ruby of the same weight would 
bring twice that amount, ;
